Spain Finally Won In the “Case ef the 
Screw Propeller.” 

Every HBritish captain calling at 
Spanish ports is familiar with . the 
“case of the screw propeller.” The 
story is told for the benetit of tands- 
men in Mr. G. H. B. Ward's “The 
Truth About Spain: “The steel screw 
of a cargo steamer which traded with 
Bilbao and other northern ports was 
damaged beyond repair during a rough 
voyage. ‘The vessel was beached pend- 
ing the arrival of a new propeller from 
Engiand. 

“At last, when the steamer was about 
to sail, the captain was informed that 
be bad to pay a duty for putting 
ashore a manufactured article—name- 
ly, the ‘scrapped’ or broken propeller. 
The captain protested and offered te 
drop it into the sea, but the officiais 
were obdurate. They seized the ship 
and demanded payment. The captain 
declined to ease the tension by the 
customary bribe and complained to the 
British foreign office. 

“The duty was returned. but the 
captain was warned to be very careful 
about eouttaband, and for neveral voy- 
ages nothing occurred. Several months 
later some slight inaccuracy in the 


cargo gave the excisemen their chance, 
and the vessel was not allowed to 
leave until a heavy tine, corresponding 
to the origina! propeller duty, was 
paid.” :

Singers have an idea that players 
have the advantage of them in: this 
matter of nervousness. They. think 
that the muscles of the fingers are not 
80 easily disturbed as the vocal cords. 
But the difference is more in kind 
than degree. The sudden chill in the 
hands and the stiffening of the fingers, 
or the unexpected outbreak of per- 
spiration, causing a swelling of the 
hands, are sources of nervousness of 
which the singer has no experience. 

Still, the singer does suffer,. and 
badly enough sometimes. Many real- 
ly capable vocalists, outwardly calm 
and perfectly at ease, are affected with 
raging torrents of emotion, at every 
public annearance. To some artistes 
whose names are as household words, 
whose talents place them in the very 
front rank, every public appearance 
isan exquisite.torture.

Something Like a Plague! 
A locust invasion is an event not 


easily forgotten, says The Cape 
Colony Argus. 
The first sien of the approaching 


army is usually a long, dark cloud 
on the horizon. As it comes nearer, 
it is seen to be composed of count- 
less millions of locusts on whirrife 
wings. Soon the cloud appears over 
head, and.is sufficiently thick to ob- 
scure the sun.

As soon as locusts make their 
appearance in a locality, the price cf 
eggs drops to one-half or one-third of 
its former value.

“There is a city in Germany called 
Naumberg that, is Goheldesed to be 
yoth very musical and very critical, 
ind it was in this city not long ago 
hat Professor Hans Windterstein 
wresented his famous Philharmonic 

Irehestra of Leipzig, All of which is 
7 interesting, but the really im. 
portant fact to Canadians is that the 
jname of Miss Rhoda W. Simpson of 
Winnipeg, appeared upon the ’pro- 
gram, and that her playing of the 
violin on this particular occasion, 
which, by the way, was her initial 
coneert performance at Naumberg, 
was greeted with great enthusiasm by 
the citizens of this ¢ritical German 
city. Miss. Simpson is a daughter of 
Mr. Fred. Simpson, ‘of Maryland 
street, Winnipeg. After a course of 
violin instruction in New York, Miss 
Simpson went to Germany about two 
years ago, since which time she has 
been studying under some of the 
most celebrated masters, latterly 
Prof. Hane Sitt, of Leipzig. 

At the -ecent concert in Naumberg 
she was assigned to play Beethoven's 
violin concerto and the Chaconne of 
Bach, the latter without accompani- 
ment, both of which numbers are ad- 
mittedly among the most difficult 
that could. be set before even an 
artist of wide experience. That she 
Jelighted her audience is proven by 
the following eulogy of her playing, 
which appeared in the Naumberg 
Kreizblatt. It says: 

“As soloist (violinist) appeared be- 
fore us Miss Rhoda Simpson, from 
Winnipeg, now in Leipzig, a young 
artist of whom we had not as yet 
heard. She plaved for the first time, 
and. Yegan with nothing less than 
the violin concerto of Beethoven and 
the Chaconne of Bach. pieces which 
| demand the highest capability of ex- 
pression and power. Miss Simpson 
achieved a triumph. The artistic 
ripeness which she revealed by her 
playing is as good as perfect.”

came known knowledge of the profit 
to be made in the fur trade’ of the 
North Pacific Coast spread rapidly. 
and a epirit of adventure and com- 
merce was created. In 1786) four ex- 
peditions. were organized in different 
parts of the globe to engage in this 
new trade, without any knowledge of 
each other’s designs. The pioneer in 
connection with this new enterprise 
was Captain James Hanna. His vez- 
sel of only seventy-two tons burden, 
with a crew -f thirty men, was fitted 
out in China in 1784 by an English 
merchant. In August of the follow- 
ing year he arrived at Nootka. where 
Cook had heen before him. In com- 
parison with CGook's ships, Hanna’s 


little vessel looked to the natives 
small and weak. Encouraged by 
appearances they attacked Hanna 


and ‘is emall crew, but they were 
§needily repulsed. Hanna then pur- 
chased a’ cargo of se.-otter skins 
which he disposed ‘ef in China at 4 
profit of $26,000. He returned in the 
following year, but two British ships 
having arrived before him, he did not 
find trade so good as it was on his 
first visit. And so the trade grew, 
every season finding British ships on 
the Coast buying furs from the na- 
tives. 

Among the many ship captains who 
contributed to the foundation of Brit- 
ish Columbia’: trade, one of the most 
remarkable was Captain John Meares 
of the Felice, a vessel of two hundred 
and thirty tons burden, a mere yacht 
in. comparison with the vessels of to- 
day. Meares did a number of things 
worthy #f note, and some of histori- 
cal importance. One was to bring 
Chinese to the Pacific Coast. That 
was in 1788. The question of Orien- 
tal immigration is, therefore, more 
than one hundred years old. 

The Felice had a companion ship, 
the Iphigenta, commanded by Cap- 
tain Douglas, and the crews of both 
vessels comprised mechanics, Chinese 
smiths and carpenters. ag well as 
European artisans. ‘The Chinese,” 
writes Meares, ‘‘were shipped as an 
experiment; they have been generally 
esteemed a kardy and industrious as 
well as ingenious race of people. They 
live on rice and fish, and, requiring 
but low wages, it was a matter of 
economical consideration to employ 
them, and during the whcele voyage 
there was every reason to be satisfied 
with their services.” That voyage 
from China to Nootka occupied al- 
most four months. 

The natives in canoes came out to 
inspect Meares’ ship in much the 
same manner as when Captain Cook 
was there. Two of their chiefs’ went 


on board, one of whom, wrote Meares 
in his rather quaint style, ‘had « 
fine open arrangement of features. 
The inferior people were very proper 
and personable men. A sealskin fil- 
ed with vil was immediately handed 
on board, of which the chiefs took a 
small quantity, and they ordered it 
to be returned to the people in the 
canoes who soon emptied the vessel 
of this luxuriant liquor.” 

Meares promptly set his artisans, 
both Chinese and European, to work 
constructing a house to be used by 
those whom he would leave at Noot- 
ka, and to form a headquarters for 
his trading operations: The house 
was surrounded by a breastwork on 
which was mounted a small cannon. 

The next undertaking was the 
building of a vessel!—the first built 
on our Pacific Coast—and christened 
the “North-West America.”’ It was 
of forty tons burden, and in its con- 
struction the Chinese carpenterg were 
employed. 


A Thoughtful Man.
